WHEREAS, The people of this Commonwealth, on June 28th, 1918, will be afforded an 
opportunity for self-denial and practical consecration to the great cause to which civilization is 
pledged; and, 





WHEREAS, The material needs of the 
Government for the successful prosecution of 
the war are enormous and the only resources of 
the Government is the property of the people. 
This can be reached by taxation or by volunteer 
contribution. Both are necessary to assure suc- 
^ cess. In addition to the payment of taxes tm- 

s posed by the nation at this time, each citizen 

should be willing to practice every character of 
self-denial. Our smaller savings can best be 
invested in War Savings Stamps. The people of 
this Commonwealth are asked to invest in these 
stamps. Similar allotments have been made to 
other States, and the President has called upon 
the people of the various States to indicate their 
willingness to practice the patriotic self-denial 
required of all of us, during the remainder of 
this year. This State has always responded to 
every call, and I feel assured in this instance it 
will not be found lacking. 

THEREFORE. I. A. O. Stanley, Gover- 
nor of Kentucky, hereby proclaim Friday, June 
28th.

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FEEDING THE SUCKLING PIGS 



Shelled Corn Is Particularly Good 
V/hen They Benin to Nose 
Around for Food. 

fFrom the Baited Smios T)<>rartment of 
Agriculture.) 
When the pigs are about three weeks 
old, sometimes less, they will begin to 
nose around for something to eat. If 
they arc going to do as they should this 
something must be supplied. One of 
the besl feeds nt this pnrtlcnlar time 
Is shelled corn. It should be in a self- 
feeder in u pen where the pigs can go 
to it and will not be bothered by any 
of the rest of the bogs. This can be 
arranged by a creep Just large enough 
to ndmlt the pigs handily. Hon't forget 
that these little fellows grow quite 
rapidly and from time to time the 
creep must be made lnrger. After the 
pigs are -1 ov 5 weeks old, especially If 
they do not have good grass pasture, 
the addition of some prions, tankage, 
or oil mcnl Is advisable. Nothing 
would be better, however, than skim 
milk. Thp self-feeder In which Is 
kept corn nnd other feeds should be 
maintained right along up until wean- 
ing time, and after that if the pig Is 
Intended for market purposes. Pigs 
to be used for breeding purposes may 
be kept on n self-feeder all the time 
with splendid results, but In some 
cases they get too fat rind logy nnd do 
not take the p ro per exercise. The most 
profitable pig Is the one that never 
quits growing from farrowing time 
until he is driven over the scales.

Where live stock Is a factor on the 
farm, make every field hog-tight and 
sheep-light; have thoroughly good per- 
manent pastures; grow leguminous 
crops ; build a silo ; and keep only pure- 
bred males. These five things are ab- 
solutely essential in the economical 
production of live stock. Of course, 
this program calls for some labor and 
expense, but the permanent condition 
of prosperity in the sections devoted 
to live stock production Is proof of the 
good profit derived therefrom.
